Pumping stopped last week 
the pipeline running from 

Eilat to Ashkelon. No tankers have 
loaded at the port since May 20 
and the announcement that the 
port was closing was a formality. 


Police withdrew their forces from 
the port area as 20 strikers re- 
mained out at sea in four com- 
mandeered tugboats. “There Is no 
sense in making war at sea,” the 
Police spokesman said, adding that 


Syrian 
gesture 
to Iraq 


DAMASCUS, Syria (AP). — Syria 
will release more Euphrates River 
water into Iraq as a “gesture of 
good will” to end a bitter three- 
month squabble between the neigh- 
bouring Arab countries, a spokes. 
man said Tueaday. 

“At the same time, we hope that 
a very clear agreement on sharing 
the waters will be reached in the 
very near future,” added the gov- 
ernment official. 

The Syrians credited mediation by 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani with clearing the air 
enough to raise hopes of an accord. 

There was no immediate reaction 
Yrom the Iraqis. They have com- 
plained that three millon Iraqi 
farmers are suffering from drought 
because Euphrates waters are back- 
ed up behind a new dam at Tabka 
in northern Syria. 

Thelr charges and Syria’a angry 
retorts escalated into a violent war 
of insults that has brought the 
two countries close to a diplomatic 
break.

In the Knesset, Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz said yesterday 
he may recommend in future that 
other essential enterprises like the 
pipeline be closed down, rather than 
allow any group of workers to dic- 
tate its views by using brute force. 

Addressing the Knesset Finance 
Committee, the Minister seid it was 
urgent for order to be maintained 
in essential enterprises, even though 
the national economy might have 
to face financial losses. 

“The closure of the Hilat-Ashkelon 
oil pipe is a sign of weakness,’ MK 
Yitzhak Pen-Aharon sald yesterday. 
“The company and the Government 
authorities should have prevented 
this step and negotiated instead with 
the workers," he told The Past.

MITLA PASS. — By 8 a.m. today, 
Israel ls to have completed thinning 
out its forces along the Suez front 
in accoydance with Monday's Cabi- 
net decision. 

The timetable was announced 
yesterday by Defence Minister Shi- 
mon Peres at a press conference 
on a hilltop army position above 
the Mitla Pass. He expressed the 
hope that the move would contri. 
bute towards relaxation in the area 
and help “open a road that may 
lead towards peace. 

With a large map mounted beside 
him and the desert opening up be- 
hind him towards the Suez Canal, 
Peres also revealed that Israel 
planned enocher gesture towards tae 
Egyptians — the return of 40-50 
bodies of Egyptian soldiers killed 
in the Yom Kippur War. Ten of 
those bodies, he said, had been 
found just the day before and the 
Eee Cross had already been nott- 


‘ Although Cairo in the past has 
put a price tag on the return of 
Israeli bodies in the form of scores 
of spies and terrorists handed back 
by Israel, Peres said “the feeling 
of the Egyptian mother” was suffi. 
cient reason for Israel to return the 
bodies. He moted that 17 Israeli 
bodies were still unrecovered on 
the Egyptian front. 

Under the Cabinet decisions, antt- 
aircraft missiles are to be moved 
back 40 kms. from the canal and not 
just 20 as permitted by the disen- 
gagement agreement. Peres said, 
however, that they would be pulled 
back in some instances as much 85 
48 kms. since the line is not a 
straight one. 

Israel will also remove all artil- 
lery within 32 kms. of the canal — 
including the Mitia Pass itself—ze- 
duce by half the number of tanks 
within 30 kms. of the canal and 
maintain only half the 7,000 men 
permitted in the limited forces zone, 

Peres said he expected no reci- 
procal move on the part of the 
Egyptians in return for the Israeli 
gesture. He said, however, he ex- 
pected that Israeli cargoes will be 
permitted through the canal. The 
Defence Minister said President Sa. 
dat's reaction to the Israeli an. 
nouncement was favourable and wel- 
come but that the Egyptian press 
for some reas2n had almost totally 
ignored the issue. 

A ranking paratroop officer told 
a reporter that while Egypt had 
not violated the disengagement 
agreement it had fully exploited 
holes in that agreement by intro- 
ducing in large numbers items like 
ermoured cars and mortars which 
are not covered in the 
ment provisions into the front line 
areas. 

No Israeli troop movement was 
apparent to journalists during a 
press tour of the front line area 
yesterday but most of the pullback 
was expected to be carried out 
during the night. Peres said the 
UN would not inspect to see whe- 
ther Israe! had actually carried out 
its promised thinning out. He noted, 
however, that under mutual agree- 
ment the U.S. supplies reconnats- 
sance photos to Egypt and Israel 
of the area behind each other's 
front Lines.

BEIRUT (Reuter), --- Twenty-three 
People were kidnapned by political 
rivals in Beirut yesterday, authori- 
tative sources said. A number of 
ex-President Camille Chamoun's 
National Liberal Party were kid- 
Dapped first. Then, Chamoun sup- 
porters and right-wing Christian 
Phalangists retaliated by kidnap- 
ping 22 people. Of these, 12 were 
later freed. 

Tension rose and roadblocks ap- 
peared on four routes In the sub- 
urbs, but the city otherwise had 
its. quietest day since fighting be- 
gan two weeks ago, between Le- 
banese Christians and Palestinian 
terrorists. 

The conflict has claimed at least 
110 lives. 

The sources had only one other 
incident to report — 8 Palestinian 
member of a joint patrol which in- 
cluded troops and security men was 
Seriously injured when the patrol 
came under fire. 

Shops and banks were open yes- 
terday and traffic jams built up as 
People drove to work.

Israell travellers will get their 
first glance of the European Air- 
bus-300 when Air France brings the 
wide-bodied plane to Ben-Gurion 
Airport later this month.
